WORK IN THEIR BEHALF BY THE 
AMNESTY ASSOCIATION, 


Dixon Says the Howling of the Most Gang 
Is Hurting the Chances of Spies and His 
Comrades—Parsons’ Letter and What Is 
Said of It—His Companions Will Not 
Talk—The Turners—Gen. Pryor’s Post- 
tion—Capt. Black in New York. 

C. G. Dixon held a long conference with 

the leaders of the Amnesty Association yes- 

terday and will take an active part in the 
future management of the circulating of the 
petition. The friends of the prisoners are 
convinced that unless more brainwork 1s 
used in the prosecution of this work the case 
is hopeless indéed. A prominent and active 
worker in behalf of the condemned Anarch- 
ists said: We are badly handicapped by 
the insane utterances of that set of Eastern 
Anarchists and revolutionists whose greatest 
hope is to see the men hanged. I have no 
doubt that Most and his clique are doing all 
in their power to bring about this consumma- 
tion, expecting in this event that riots and 
bloodshed may follow.

Most and published in his paper. We are 

doing our best to muzzle these idiots, but 

have had no success thus far. Schilling was

Parsons’ letter to the American people“ 
was the main topic of discussion in labor cir- 
cles yesterday.

CAPT. BLACK IN NEW YORK. 


He Is There to Consult with Gen. Pryor— 


A Talk with Him. 

New York, Sept. 22.—[Special.|—Capt. 
Black, the counsel of the condemned Anarch- 
ists, arrived on the Chicago express tonight 
at the Grand Central Depot, accompanied 
by Mrs. Black, her sister, and child. One 
of the associate counsel, Mr. Salomon, 
had also come East to be of. assistance 
in the final effort before the Supreme 
Court of the United States. The whole party 
were driven to the Hotel Dam, at Fifteenth 
street and Union Square, where Capt. Black 
after supper received a renorter and talked 
over the great case for an hour or more. 

Referring to his mission, Capt. Biack com- 
mented upon the disappointment he had met 
at Ottawa in being refused the loan of the 
record that he might go over the 
testimony with Gen. Roger A. Pryor. 
“Why this application shoulg de 
denied passes my comprehension,” he re- 
marked. My understanding is that after final 
judgment has been entered but very little at- 
tention is paid as to what becomes of the 
record.” The counsel declared it impossible 
for him at the present time to tell what Fed- 
eral points. he expected to form the basis 
fora petition, but contended that he and his 
associates during the trial had exercised-due 
care in reserving exceptions on constitutional 
points. The State of Lilinois will, in case of 
a hearing before the United States Supreme 
Court, be represented by its Attorney-Gen- 
eral, though the latter has a right to summon 
Grinnell, the public prosecutor, to his assist- 
ance. Grinnell urged, however, the Illinois 
Supreme Court to affirm the death sentence 
on the ground that if it was reversed the 
case could never be tried again, owing to the 
inability of the State to produce its wit- 
nesses a second time. 

In making application to one of the United 
States Supreme Court Judges the question as 
to the aversion to capital punishment by any 
one of the Judges woula have no determining 
influence. Should the ultimate result of the 
writ of error bring about a reversal 
of sentence the case, explained the counsel, 
would go back to the Cook County Criminal 
Court and they would start anew with the 
advantage of a clearly-defin d opinion re- 
garding the errors on the previous trial ren- 

ered by the highest tribunal in the countrv. 
A reversal as to the guilt of one or more of 
the defendants would result in a new trial for 
all of them. 

Dweiling upon the selection of the ju 
Capt. Biack remarked: Out of the 1, 
men examined for jury duty there were less 
than ten men from the Fourteenth Ward, 
which contains the largest part of the work- 
ing classes, and these ten were living in close 
proximity to the police station. In view of 
this suspicious fact a motion was 
made while impaneling jurors that the 
bailiffs be imstructed to summon talesmen 
from the of the people and not pick the 
jury material from any one class. Our mo- 
tion was, however, overruled at the time, 
and it has not been specially passed upon by 
the State Supreme Court. is,” the Chica- 
go lawyer continued, “was not the only 
gross Violation of the Jury law. Why, 
the jurors have lately asted that 
they were furnished with all the press 
opinions during tne progress of the trial, 
though the agreement was that all reference 
to the case should be clipped from the papers 
before being handed to the jurors.“ That the 
sentiment in Chicago on the Anarchist ques- 
tion is diversified Capt. Black would. readily 
admit. But personally he had always 
thought that upon the evidence the

New York, Sept. 22.—Gen. Roger A. Pryor 
said last night that he could at present give 
very little information in regard to his pians. 
He has not as yet seen the record of the trial 
before Judge Gary, which is very volumi- 
nous. “Of course,“ he said, I have nothing 
whatever to do with the popular side of the 
case. Ihave no concern with the question 
of sympathy with the Anarchists or their 
cause. I am retained simply as a lawyer,

UNCLE SAMS DIPLOMACY. 


WE ARE SOON TO HAVE OUR HANDS 
FULL IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


The Monroe Doctrine Brought to the 
Front Again—Our Relations with Guat- 
emala—Uneasiness in Mexican Political 
Circles—The Illinois Democratic Asso- 


clation— Teaching the Indians — The 
Internal Revenue Tax—Miscellaneous 


Washington News. 

Wasurineron, D. C., Sept. 22.—[Special.]— 
Several South American countries are point- 
ing interrogation marks at the United States. 
They want to know whetner the Monroe doc- 
trine is out of date, for withiu the next few 
years United States diplomacy will have its 
hands full either in pushing back the ag- 
gressions of European Powers or in arbitrat- 
ing disputes which the South American coun- 
tries feel sure will have to be settled. Vene- 
zuela is on the eveof a war of defense against 
the English greed of territory, Chili is look- 
ing askance at the effort of Peru to rehabili- 
tate itself by the aid of English and Ameri- 
can capitalists, and the Argentine Republic, 
grown fearful of the growing German and 
Italian colonization, wants to offset them by 
a large emigration from this country. It 
also has a boundary dispute with Brazil 
which President Cleveland may de 
asked to settle. The Venezuelans are most 
urgent in spurring the United States on to an 
understanding of their wants. The case it 
makes out against England is a strong one, 
but it is not so clear how the United States 
can interfere yet. The Britishers’ grab- game 
this time is of astretch of old Spanish Guinea 
territory that had for veurs been in dispute. 
To this it has lately added a portion of Vene- 
zuela that was never before questioned, and 
it further proposes to plant a Gibraltar at the 
mouth of the Orinoco, and thus control navi- 
gation through the interior of South America. 
Already it has men-of-warin the harbor of 
Laguayra and patrolling the rivers. The 
boundary difficulty arose in 1841, when an 
English engineer began a survey of what 
was alleged to be British Guinea. By 
his lines he stripped Venezuela of 
@ province 150 miles long and 300 
miles wide. Lord Aberdeen, in reply 
to Venezuela’s protest, disclaimed any right 
to the territory which the ambitious engineer 
had sought to add to the Queen’s domain by 
his survey. Afterward Aberdeen proposed 
to grab a little by making the Orinoco River 
the boundary. In 1851 Lord Granville sug. 


— a point twenty-nine miles east of the 
rima River, which would have swelled the 
English possessions still more. In 1880 
Rosebery proposed to go still further by es- 
tablishing a coast line which would include 
the Waini or Gwana River in British 
Guiana. Soon afterward Lord Salisbury de- 
manded an addition by making the Cuvuni 
River the southern boundary. This was tak- 
ing 6,000 square miles more than any of his 
predecessors had thought of asking. The 
cause of all these ssions was the discov- 
ery of valuabie gold mines, which it was de- 
sirable by some means to get under En- 
glish control by claiming them as a part 
of British Guiana. Under the Gladstone 
Ministry the disputes between the two 
countries promised to be amicably settied. 
But since Salisbury again came into power 
he hus swept away all the agreements of 
Gladstone and has sent the men-of-war to as- 
sert British sovereignty over all the disputed 
territory. When this was done Venezuela 
1 the English Minister his pass 
rts. e President of Venezuela, Guzman 
lanco, is now in England making a fina! ef- 
fort for justice to his country, but there is 
little hope that he will get it. While com- 
plaining bitterly of the course taxen by Eu- 
giana, the Venezuelans have announced 
their willingness to submit the whole contro- 
versy to arbitration. This has so far been re- 
fu and the European grabber proposes to 
keep by force of arms what it unlawfully 
seized. The little South American country is 
plucky and will fight for its rights, but the 
contest would be an unequal one. Naval of- 
ficers just back from South American waters 
pon, oa that the United States may soon be 
led on to define its position. 

A dispatch from the City of Mexico says: 

There is a deal of uneasiness in political 
circles regarding the rumored attempt of Guate- 
mala to secure the supportof the United States 
Government as against Mexico. It is felt here 
that such a step would do much to disturb the 
pleasant relations existing between Mexico and 
the United States, which at present are induc- 
ing heavy investments of American capital 
here. © case against Guatemala is 
this: Insults have been offered to members 
of the Mexican Legation there, which, it is said, 
have not been properly atoned for; and while 
the Mexican Government is not acting offensive- 
ly toward Guatemala it is demanding just com- 
pensation for the assaults on officials of the lega- 
tion. The fight in Guatemala is largely a cier- 
ical conflict. and assumes the aspect of a religious 
war, and many politicians here say they do not 
believe the United States will interfere in so 
delicate a matter. 

THE ILLINOIS DEMOCRATIC ASSOCIATION. 

The meeting of the Illinois Democratic As 
sociation tonight was largely attended. The 
Pension-Office machine was in good shape, 
and it was soon apparent to the spoilsmen 
that the Administration would be indorsed 
by the clerks who deem it politic to pretend 
to believe in civil-service reiorm and a Gov- 
ernment position. After a somewhat heated 
debate Quincy E. Browning,aclerk in the 
Pension-Office, offered a resolution, which 
was adopted. It recites that the Democratic 
Association of the State of IIlinois in the 
District of Columbia recognizes the existence 
and binding character of all laws while they 
remain upon the statute books of the Govern- 
ment, deciares its adherence to these laws, 
including the Civil-Service law,” and 
pledges a sincere and dutiful support thereof 
while the same remain upon the statute 
books. It was also resolved that the mem- 
bers of the Administration are performing 
with reasonable zeal the duties devolving 
upon them under the laws, and that attempts 
upon the part of this association to interfere 
with them in the disch of their duties 
would be unpolitic and uncalled-for. A com- 
‘mittee was appointed to invite Civil-Service 
Commissioner Oberly to address the associa- 
tion next Thursday. 

TBACHING THE INDIANS. 

Although the recent order of the Indian 
Bureau no language but the English 
should be taught in the schools on the Indian 
reservations caused considerable discussion 
and some show of indignation, there is no 
probability that the bureau will recede from 
its —— Commissioner Atkins recom- 
mended such a step in his first annual report, 
on the ground that by this means the rising 
generation of Indians would grow up in the 
knowledge of the English language, enabling 
them to me acquainted with the laws, 
customs, and institutions of our country and 
to reguiate their conduct in obedience to its 
authority. His second report again showe. 
the necessity and the utility of such a step. 
As far back as 1868 the Peace Commission 
reported that to the difference of language 
was due two-thirds of the trouble between 
the Indians and the whites, and it was sug- 
gested that their barbarous dialects be 
blotted out and the English language substi- 
tuted.“ The opposition to the order comes 
from a number of religious papers and from 
certain missionaries now at work upon the 
reservation. The Congregational Conven- 
tion of Dakota recently passed resolutions of 
condemnation, but its action is said to have 
been largely influenced by a clergyman who 
now finds no market for two books—an En- 
glish and Dakota interlinear and a Dakota 
geography—which he has published. The 
position of the Indian Office was outlined in 
@ letter which has just been sent to 
In this it is 
stated that the order does 
forbid the teaching of the truths 
of Scripture or any other truths to adult In- 
dians, who cannot understand English, in 
their own language. The noble work of the 
missionaries is heartily appreciated, but,“ 
says the Commissioner, Jam thoroughly 
convinced that an Indian cannot become use- 
ful and civilized unless he is educated in the 
English language.” If the Indian is ever to 
become a citizen, as the Land-in-Severalty 
act contemplates, he must know the language 
of the Constitution, the laws, and tne peo- 
ple. It is cited as @ stronger argument in 
favor of the Indian Bureau’s position that 
the most advanced Indians known are tne 
five civilized tribes of the Indian Territory, 
and the most advanced of these, the tribe 
which is today a marvel of progress toward 
civilization, is the Cherokee, and one of its 
laws is that no Indian dialect shall be taught 
in its schools. 

THE INTERNAL LEVENUE TAX.

MATTERS CONNECTED WITH THE 
PRESIDENT’S VISIT HANG FIRE. 


The Line of March Cannot Be Fixed Until 
It Is Known Whether or Not Mr. Cleve- 
land Will Lay the Auditorium Corner- 
Stone—The Location of the Reviewing 
Stand Not Decided Upon—The Tri- 
umphal Arch and Decorations. 

The business end of the Presidential Re- 
ception Committee—the Executive Committee 
—held another protracted meeting in the 
Palmer House yesterday, and several matters 
of considerable importance were disposed ‘of. 
About the most important matter settled was 
that the parade with the Presidential attrac- 
tion could not be extended to the West Side, 
the element of time being the one 
point on which the question hinged. 


Stro ressure had been brought to 
* the committwe to the end that Mr. 
Cleveland might be n to the Internation- 
al Encampment the of his arrival, and 
that he might retain his vlace in the line of 
the procession as it filed along Washington 
boulevard; but the pressure was without 
avail, and consequently there will be con- 
siderable disappointment on the part of the 
managers of the encampment. It was 
promised them, however, that an effort 
would de made to have the Presi- 
dent visit the West Side Driving 
Park Thursday morning before his departure 
from the city, which is set for 10 o’clock. It 
was this question which had been given such 
prominence at the meeting Wednesday, and 
which had to be referred to a sub-committee 
consisting of Collector Seeberger, Col. H. C. 
Corbin, and Gen. Fitz-Simons as offering the 
best escape from a threatened unpleasant- 
ness. When this sub-committee's report was 
submitted yesterday ex-Gov. Beveridge and 
W. A. Giles tried to have it rejected, but did 
not succeed. This sub-committee was also 
expected to report upon the expedi- 
ency of. having the reviewing stand 
placed on Michigan avenue, in front of 
the Auditorium Building, and upon the pros- 
pects for the President laying the corner- 
stone of the Auditorium. As nothing definit 
had been heard from any one authorized to 
convey Mr. Cleveland’s wishes in the matter, 
there was nothing to do but let it go another 
day, which of course still leaves the actual 
route of the procession to be determined aft- 
er it reaches a point on Michigan avenue near 
the Exposition Building. Mr. Peck and oth- 
ers urged that it would be a great advantage 
to the President and the people if 
the reviewing stand were erected in 
front of the Auditorium Building, and 
pointed out the fact that there was no better 
central point in the city, as the President 
could face the ple who would mass them- 
seives in the ke-Front Park. The objec- 
tions urged to the plan were technical in a 
certain sense, as stress was laid on the state- 
ment that the parade should be reviewed 
from the place to which the President had 
been escorted and from where the escort 
was dismissed, which would properly be the 
President's temporary home—the Palmer 
House. The Escort Committee, consisting 
of Gens. Fitz-Simons, Newberry, Lieb, and 
Stockton, and Col. Corbin 8 with Mr. 
Seeberger and Melville W uller, will pass 
upon the question definitly this morning and 
will report their decision to the full commit- 
tee 


No matter bow this question will be set:led 
no change will be made about the afternoon 
reception in the Palmer House, or the even- 
ing reception at the Columbia Theatre. The

charge of this matter, said yesterday it would 
be somewhere between Thirty-first and Thir- 
ty-fifth streets. If the plans as matured at 
ashington are carried out to the letter, the 
President’s train will reach Thirty-fifth street 
a few minutes before 9 o’clock the morning 
of Oct. 5, but as there will be some little de- 
lay here it will be shortly after 9 o’clock be- 
fore he and his party can take their places in 
the procession, and fully half-past 9 before 
the procession starts northward on Michigan 
avenue. 

It was the intention to erect the triumphal 
arch near the reviewing-stand at the Palmer 
House, but as the stand may be placed on 
Michigan avenue the arch would be 
placed there also. The plans for 
the arch have been approved, and 
those who have seen them pronounce. them 
decidedly artistic. It is also expected that a 

t many of the private residences on 

ichigan avenue will be handsomely deco- 

rated, and that a very pleasing effect will be 
produced.

NEw YorK, Sept. 22.—[Special.]—Assertions 
having been made that weeks had been spent by 
the Pneumatic Dynamite Gun Company in get- 
ting the range of the Silliman, which was blown 
up by Lieut.

FORMATION OF A SUGAR TRUST. 

According to report there is not at present and 
has not been for some time much profit in sugur- 
refining, and the story that an effort is to be made 
to curtail production and thereby increase prices 
is once more going the rounds. o talk is now 
that the principal refiners of the country are con- 
templating the formation ofa sugar trust. Sugar 
refiners will admit that the condition of the 
trade is not favorable; that facilities for produc- 
tion are in advance of the market require- 
ments; but none of the principal refiners in 
this city will say that the difficulties of the situ- 
ation are likely to be obliterated by the forma- 
tion of atrust.

THe money market was strong, and there 
were large offerings of commercial paper in 
this city, but in New York the feeling was 
perhaps a little easier on account of the pro- 
posed purchases of bonds by the Govern- 
ment. Sterling was firmer. Investment se- 
curities were dull and weak. Stocks were 
active and higher—The Chicago produce 
markets were slow and tended to a lower 
range of prices, with the exception of wheat. 
That cereal was in much better demand on 
foreign buying orders, some of which were 
on increased limits. As compared with 
Wednesday pork for January closed 7 
cents lower, lard and meats unchanged, 
wheat % cent higher, corn }¢ cent lower, oats 
and rye firm, barley weak, flaxseeds 1 cent 
higher, and timothy seed 7 cents higher. 


ANOTHER BLUNDER. 
After a long conference with President 
Cleveland Acting Secretary Thompson of the 


Treasury Department issued Wednesday. a 


| call for United States bonds to the face value 


of $14,000,000, offering to pay a premium that 
would make the total amount of money paid 
out under the circular 818.500.000. The latest 
available report of the Treasury assets puts 
down the “cash unallotted” as $45,608,504. 
Some of this has already been paid out, and 
the proposition now is to push out at least 
half of the balance on hand at the carlgst 
possible moment, the object in view not 
being the promotion of the interest of, the 
Government, but the relief of the distressed 
stock gamblers of Wall street, who have 
loaded themselves up with more “ watered ”’ 
railroad stocks than they can carry. 

The Government has no more right, as Tur 
TRIBUNE showed yesterday, to use the public 
money to extricate New York stock gamblers 
from the hole dug by their own cunning than 
to use it for the benefit of Harper, the would- 
be robber of the Chicago Board of Trade, or 
Flood and Mackay, who fell into the pit they 
had dug for the grain traders of the Pacific 
slope. Even if that policy were not open to 
censure the policy of advertising for an im- 
mediate purchase of such a large quantity of 
bonds for the avowed purpose of helping out 
the congested stock market was an egregious 
blunder. It may be true that the first effect 
was alleviating. The stock gamblers would 
be singularly stupid if they did not take some 
advantage of the assumption that relief had 
been provided. Quick turns are made in 
Wall street as well as on ‘Change. 
The first spurt was an increase in price of 
one or two cents, and for fifteen minutes the 
trading was lively, when it sagged back. 
During those few minutes the sales amounted 
to over 92,000 shares. Some years ago when 
the TreaSury Department pursued this same 
policy under substantially the same circum- 
stances the immediate effect was relief, but 
the reaction came almost immediately and 
the permanent effect was the opposit of what 
was intended. How couid it be otherwise! 
The object is to allay apprehensions of 
a general constriction of the money mar- 
ket and restore confidence. If a small- 
pox scare were to prevail to some ex- 
tent in this city would it tend to 
allay apprehension for the Mayor, through 
the Health Department, to issue an order for 
the immediate vaccination of all the chil- 
dren in our public schools and of the whole 
public? Assuming that it would be a judi 
cious thing to have them vaccinated, it is ob- 
vious that such an order would greatly in- 
crease thefright. In this case the advocates 
of the policy adopted by the Government 
concede that the object in view is not so much 
to increase the volume of money as to allay 
popular apprehension of a panicin the money 
market. The Presidert and the Acting Sec- 
retary of the Treasury are trying to convince 
the public that there is no cyclone coming by 
making a rush for the cellar. If they were 
in a theatre when the cry of fire was 
raiséd they would attempt to quiet the audi- 
ence by calling at the top of their voices to 
turn on the fire alarm. Panics are not avert- 
ed in that way in finance or anything else. 

Notwithstanding the persistent and egre- 
gious blundering of the Administration Tur 
TRIBUNE does not apprehend that there is 
any serious danger of a financial panic. New 
York is no longer the autocrat of American 
finance. Its relative importance was greatly 
lessened by taking away its monopoly of cen- 
tral reserves. The West is no longer obliged 
to sneeze every time Wall street takes snuff, 
and if the West keeps right on about its busi- 
ness, undisquieted by the howls of bears and 
the bellowing of bulls, the country at large 
will hardly be disturbed by the antics of a 
lot of overloaded gamblers in watered stocks. 


BEN BUTLER’S DEFENSE OF CRIME. 

Ben Butler must laugh in his sleeve when 
he reads the ingenious nonsense he has con- 
cocted for the benefit of the unthinking por- 
tion of the community in his attempted par- 
allel between the case of the Chicago An- 
archists and that of the Confederate soldiers 
who were discharged at the close of the war 
without further punishment. The Rebels, 
Butler says, threw bombs by the ton and 
killed thousands of men, and yet they are 
“embraced like so many brothers-in-law,”’ 
while the full penalty of the law is demanded 
against seven poor wretches who were par- 
ties to the throwing of a bomb in opposition 
to principles they did not understand and do 
nct understand even now.“ Butler concedes 
the actual guilt and un.awful purpose of the 
Chicago Anarchists, but claims for them 
recognition as belligerents in war and final 
pardon under the iaws of international and 
inter-State war! Nobody understands the 
utter nonsense and rottenness of such a claim 
better than Ben Butler; but, as he admits, he 
is about to take charge of the Anarchists’ de- 
fense and figure as a lawyer witha desperate 
case for a big fee, hence his quick resort to 
perversion of facts and abuseof truth in 
order to mislead the public mind. 

Spies, Parsons, Lingg, et al. were arrested 
under the provisions of an Illinois criminal 
statute enacted a generation ago, and were 
held, after the finding of a Coroner’s inquest, 
to await the action of a grand jury. After 
full and fair investigation they were regular- 
ly indicted by the grand jury as accessories 
to the murder of Mathias J. Degan, a police 
officer, a citizen of Illinois, and entitled to 
the protection of its laws. On this charge 
they were tried in the Criminai Court and 
found guilty by a jury, eleven of whose mem- 
bers were the selection of themselves, the 
tweifth being chosen by the State. In due 
course the case was taken to the Supreme 
Court and there considered in the regular 
manner, the judgment of the court below 
being affirmed. The entire proceeding pre- 
sents nothing but the orderly and regular ad- 
ministration of the criminal laws of the 
State of Illinois in the established courts of 
justice and according to the methods of trial 
by jury, and with all the rights of the de- 
fendants carefully secured to them. What 
possible likeness is there between such a pro- 
cedure and an organized civil war ending 
with the restoration of peace after a war? 
What possible parallel between the murder 
of a citizen in a time of peace and the levy- 
ing of war between sections or govern- 
ments! None at all. 

When the eleven Southern States seceded 
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legislatures, 
executives, and military organizations. They 
arrayed one set of governments against an- 
other. and by attacking the Federal author- 
ity precipitated an issue which could not pos- 
sibly be determined by the ordinary adminis- 
tration of justice in the courts, and hence, as 
always happens in such emergencies, the 
civil laws were suspended for the time be- 
ing “and the laws of war took their 
place as between the contending sections. 
When prisoners were taken on one side or 
the other they were not charged with mur- 
der and puton trial as principals gr acces- 
sories, but were held pursuant to the laws of 
war. Prisoners were exchanged, paroles 
granted, and flags of truce respected. Each 
army regarded the other not as an aggrega- 
tion of criminals but as belligerents ina 
civil war, and this because both were acting 
under the laws of war. These laws forbade 
the execution of captured prisoners as mur- 
derers, the destruction of the wounded, the 
raising of tne biack flag, or the use of bar- 
barous weapons, poison, or explosive bullets 
—explosive caunon balls being permitted. 
The struggie was not conducted under the 
ordinary laws of the country, nor wasita 
contest between barbarians, but a conven- 
tion between organized governments acting 
according to the laws of civilized war. Such 
a struggle presents as little likeness to acts 
of common murder as to the wars of canni- 
bals. It was governed exclusively by the 
only law that did or could apply under the 
circumstances—the law of civilized war. 

Ben Butler’s preposterous doctrine would 
make itan act of war whenever a criminal 
assails an officer, agent, or representative of 
a goverument. According to him Pennsyl- 
vania should have recognized the Mollie 
Maguires” as belligerents and agreed that 
when any of them were captured they should 
be paroled or held fer exchange as prisoners 
of war instead of being tried in the courts 
and hanged when found guilty of killing 
people. They had aconsiderable force; they 
were “poor, ignorant, misguided foreign- 
ers” and “fought against principles 
which they didn’t understand,” or at 
least respect. The James brothers killed 
Sheriffs and detectives. Were they entitled 
to recognition as belligerents and all the 
privileges of the laws of war? Is Illinois 
bound to agree with the Anarchists to ex- 
change or parole prisoners, respect flags of 


truce, and take only the lives of such insur- | 


rectionists as it can kill in battle? Does But- 
ler think Wilkes Booth and Guiteau guiltl 

of murder, and that they only declared or 
levied war? Would he declare that officers, 
agents, and representatives of the Goveru- 
ment may be slain with impunity by indivia- 
ual rebels against the law! Is there no dis- 
tinction between assasination and civilized 
civil war? This Butlerian nouon is unworthy 
a police-court shyster. Ben Butler is talking 
arrant humbug, and no man knows that fact 
better than himself. 


RAILWAY ASSESSMENTS IN ILLINOIS. 

According to a Springfield dispatch the 
Railroad Committee of the State Board of 
Equalization is anxious to make a fair valua- 
tion of railway property, and to this end has 
had a table prepared showing the gross earn- 
ings per mile in Illinois of all the roads in 
the State and the number of miles each has 
in the State. The preparation of such a 
tabie would take about five minutes, the only 
work necessary being to snip out column two 
of table one and column four of table six of 
the last annual report of the State Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission, found on pages 
thirty and forty of that report, and paste them 
together, The total mileage in the State 
is 9,444; the total earnings in the State, 
$55,677,851. By adding to these two ta 
bles column seven of table five, page thirty- 
eight, the committee will see at a glance just 
what the earnings of each road are per mile. 
These three rows of figures cannot fail to be 
serviceable to an intelligent treatment of the 
subject in hand. Supplement these statistics 
with a factor laid down in che report of the 
Revenue Commission and a good basis of cal- 
culation will be had. The passage referred 
to reads thus: 

The railroad companies return the amount of 
their gross receipts for Illinois business at 8656. 
000,000; multiplying this amount by five gives 
$280,000 000 as the fair taxable value of all the roads 
in the State. On this sum the net earnings, re- 
turned at $20,000,000, amounts to7 percent. The 
proposition of the committee, then, amounts to 
this: 87 of net earnings shall be considered the 
equivalent of $100 capital. 

It is to be held in mind that this valuation 
is based on the assumption that the other 
property in the State would be valued at its 
full worth; but as one-third is the actual 
basis it is fair to reduce this railway total on 
the same scale, which would make the valua- 
tion something over seventy-one millions, an 
increase in round numbers of $6,000,000 as 
compared with last year. As the railroad 
companies were generally well pleased with 
the report of the commission they could not 
consistently complain of, the adoption of its 
basis of valuation. But whether they did or 
not, the board, instead of reducing the valua- 

‘tion of last year. as urged by interested par- 
ties to do, should certainly increase it at least 
six millions. 


ILLINOISANS AT WASHINGTON. 

For four consecutive terms Illinois had the 
proud distinction of filling the Presidential 
chair, and allthrough the Republican era it 
was largely and honorably represented at the 
National Capital. We can recall nothing in 
the record made during those years by the 
Ilinoisans at Washington to bring a biush to 
the cheek of any citizen of the State. But a 
new order of things has been inaugurated. 
The latest intelligence is that the new set of 
officeholders, not content with being spoils- 
men of the ordinary sort, have formed them- 
selves into a band of spies. If there are any 
Republicans still in office they propose to 
know it and to know what influences are be- 
hind them, and above ali how these offensive 
partisans can be gotten rid of. Each member 
is pledged to carry out, so far as in him lies, 
the good old Democratic doctrine, ‘* To the 
victors belong the spoils.” It will not be 
their fault if any Illinois Republican escapes 
the guillotine. 

The formation of such an association may 
not meet the approval of the higher powers 
in the Administration. The avowal is too 
open and unequivocal. There is no false 
pretense about it, no feigning of respect for 
the Civil-Service act and the rules there- 
under. The resolutions presented at the 
first meeting of the association have no mug- 
wump taffy. On the contrary, they are as 
blunt as if there had never been any George 
Wiliam Curtis letter and there were no re- 
formers” to propitiate by sham pretensions. 
itis true the resolutions were not adopted, 
neither were they rejected. It was thought 
prudent to let them lie over. No one ques- 
tions the real object of the organization. On 
the ground that the holdovers are turn- 
coats they are made the objects of united 
and systematic assault. 

No doubt there are some sneaks who have 
kept their heads on their shoulders by polit- 
ical perfidy; but there is no reason to suppose 
that any considerable number of those still 
remaining in office are of that sort. It must 
be remembered that the business of the Gov- 
ernment is not only vast but proportionately 
complicated. The several heads of depart- 
ments were obliged to retaina good many 
clerks of experience. The old have been 
weeded out and the new worked in as rapid- 
ly as it was at ali safe to do it. This is equal- 


ly true at Washington and throughout the 
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this association is the service of notice on 
the chiefs that in the opinion of the subordi- 
nates from Illinois the time has come when a 
clean sweep of the holdovers from this State, 
at least, can be made and should be. The 
Democratic lease of power is nearly out, with 
only remote prospect of renewal. If “hay” 
is to be made at all there should be no more 
delay mn using the scythe. 


In his attempt to assail the Supreme Court 
the defendant Parsons has shown simply 
that he cannot or will not understand the re- 
quirements of the law. He persists in claim- 
ing that he was condemned on account of 
incendiary utterances and writings, whereas 
nothing can be clearer than that such utter- 
ances and writings were used only as evi- 
dence of intent, as proofs of a state of mind, 
and, so to speak, as a trail leading up to the 
murder of Officer Degan and six others. If 
Parsons had been proceeded against solely 
for his inflammatory utterances nothing 
more could have been done than to bind him 
over to keep the peace. A crime of biood 
having resulted, however, Parsons’ threats 
and declarations became competent evi- 
dence as to the question of criminal 
intent, and were so used. The evidence 
against Parsons, although perhaps not quite 
as direct and positive as that against Spies, 
Lingg, and some of the other defendants, 
cannot possibly warrant his demand for an 
absolute pardon. His demand for an uncon- 
ditional release would seem to simplify 
greatly the task of the Governor. The latter 
cannot possibly under any idea of justice 
grant more than a commutation of the sen- 
tence to imprisonment, and as Parsons re- 
fuses to accept this, what can the Governor 
de but let the law take its course! Parsons 
has simplified the matter in his own case, 
and if the other defendants would take the 
same course the question of clemency would 


bo disposed of and the Governor released from 


responsibility, uniess, indeed, he should hold 
to the novel doctrine that the State can 
forcibly compel a defendant to accept am- 
nesty whether he wants it or not. 


It is probable that the County Board will 


“sénd a communication to the Judges of 


record of the county next Monday request- 
ing that three of their number be assigned 
for duty at the Criminal Court so as to clear 
up the criminal and quasi-criminal docket. 

Tne Commissioners have a double interest in 
this matter. The jail is full, while there is 
room to spare at Joliet. Many of the board- 
ers at the Folz hostelry, for whom the county 
taxpayers hhve to pay at the rate of 2% 
cents per boarder per diem, should have been 
long ago transferred to the care of Warden 
McClaughry, thus becoming a charge on the 
State. Many others probably ought to be 
at liberty. It is most demoralizing that the 
persons of the latter class should be 
compelled to associate with boodlers, burg- 
lars, and other hardened criminals in the jail. 
Moreover, it is much vheaper to fit up a 
new court-room in the Criminal Court Buuld- 

ing than it is todo soin the Court-House on 
the South Side. Itis probable that if the 
criminal docket is once cleared the jail 
dieting bills will be cut down one-half. The 
expenses of the additional court will be thus 
saved. If the Judges at the meeting Satur- 
day decide to assign three Judges to Criminal 
Court duty of course there will be no neces- 
sity for the County Board to act in the matter. 
Mr. Grinnell, it is understood, will urge such 
action as is here indicated. He can assign 
one of his assistants w try cases in each of 
the three proposed courts. A general jail de- 
livery will follow as a matter of course. 


Durine the five months of Mayor Roche's 
Administration the receipts of the Water- 
Office exceeded the receipts for the corre- 
sponding months of last year hy $68,000, while 
the expenses have been $1,200 less. This in- 
dicates a saving of nearly $70,000 in the. five 
months, or at the rate of $160,000 per annum. 
The water service during the last summer has 
been better than it has been for years. There 
was no complaint except in the early part ef 
the summer, when the people, as was their 
custom for years, began to waste the water by 
permitting hydrants, faucets, lawn-sprink- 
lers, and garden hose to run all day and all 
night long. Commissioner Swift speedily 
stopped this waste, and the service through 


the greater part of the summer was first-class * 


in every respect. The saving referred to is 
creditable to Commissioner Swift’s manage- 
ment of the office. 1 


The New Madison Street Bridge. 

Some of the Aldermen are disposed to ex- 
ercise a short-sighted economy in the construc- 
tion of the proposed bridge at Madison 
street. Commissioner Swift has properly rec- 
ommended a double-track steam bridge like that 
at Lake street or at Twelfth street. But the 
construction of such a bridge, the objecting Al- 
dermen say, will necessitate the condemna tion 
of property not owned by tne city, the tearing 
down of the Norton flour mills, and an encroach- 
ment on the property of the Pennsylvania com- 
pany west of the bridge for swinging purposes. 
All this may be true, but the construc- 
tion of a single bridge will cause. a good 
deal of that damage, including the tear- 
ing down of the flour mills. The condemnation 
proceedings for a ‘single bridge would in- 
volve Within ten or twelve thousand dollars as 
much dathages as condemnation proceedings for 
a double bridge. In view of the contemplated 
character of the improvement this amount is a 
mere bagatelle. The necessity for a double 
bridge at Madison street is apparent. It is the 
great east and west traffic thoroughfare of the 
city, and will always continue to be. The 
bridge ought to be worthy of the street. It 
would be poor economy to erect a cheap 
single-track bridge now, for in a few years public 
opinion and public necessity would compel a 
larger one. It is wisest to make the structure of 
a permanent and satisfactory character now. 
The bridge will interfere somewhat with the 
Pennsylvania company, but the interests of the 
public are always superior to the interests of 
any corporation. 

Moreover, satisfactory arrangements can be 
made with the railroad company which may ma- 
terially lessen the amount of damages. The 
railroad people can well afford to be generous 
with the city. They may want municipal favors 
before long. The present Madison street bridge 
is a disgrace to the city. It is, besides, a constant 
source of danger. It ought to be replaced before 
next spring. ; 

It is to be hoped that the Aldermen wil} with- 
draw their objections to the recommendations of 
the Mayor and Commissioner of Public Works 
in this matter. Some Aldermen are said to be 
actuated by sectional jealousy in their opposi- 
tion to the project. One of them is quoted as 
saying in connection with it: “The Mayor and 
Swift want everything for the West Side.” 
Objections of this character are not worthy of 
serious notice, 


More Annexation Petitions. 

In addition to a petition from Hyde Park ask- 
ing for annexation it ig understood that a peti- 
tion will be presented from the section of Jeffer- 
son adjoining that recently annexed at the 
meeting of the County Board Monday. The 
Jefferson people have had an opportunity to note 
the advantages which have resuited in Sec. 36 
from annexation, and though their own territory 
is hardly ripe for urban incorporation they in- 
sist on coming in. There will probably be little 
objection on the part of the ‘voters of the West 
Town. 

In Lake View the annexationists are beginning 
to bestir themselves. Meetings have been called 
for tomorrow evening in various parts of the 
northern suburb, and there will be a full and 
thorough discussion of the advantages of being 
added to the city. The anti-annexationists are 
not idle. They fear the success of the movement 
and threaten to institute legal proceedings to 
prevent a vote on the question. They do not 
want to wait until the vote is taken. This indi- 
cates the drift of opinion in the nortwwern suburb. 

The annexation movement is making great 
progress in Hyde Park. The arguments of Ban- 
ning and others have been The opposi- 
tion is now confined to the petty offccholders 
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at the public crib. The policemen and firemen 
do not bother themselves about the question as 
much as they did. Many of them who have been 
opposed to the movement are now in its favor, 
feeling that annexation would only have the ef- 
fect of improving their position. Promotion 
would then be the reward of merit, not of politi- 
cal activity or political influence. 

The statement of Corporation-Counsel Green 
on the subject of sewerage assessments will help 
to open the eyes of some of the suburban prop 
erty-owners to the utter absurdity of the argu- 
ments of those who pretend to favor the special- 
assessment plan of building sewers. Those peo- 


ple who think that way the best can keep it up if | 


they wish. The fact that it costs but 90 cents per 
foot to lay water-pipes in the Town of Chicago, 
while it costs $1.50 and $1.60 per foot to lay them 
in the suburbs, is a fact of great force. It shows 
the interest of the contractors and jobbing poli- 
ticilans in opposing annexation. 


Misapplied Scripture. 

The Anarchist Parsons closes his long soreed 
to the public with an appeal to the Bible to sup- 
port his position of compulsory property despoil- 
ment, and quotes the fourth and fifth chapters of 
Acts, Matthew, xxi., 10 to 14, and Mark, xi., 15 to 
19, to prove that the social revolution was advo- 
cated by Jesus Christ. If Mr. Parsons hed read 
his Bible with half the zeal he has read; anarch- 
istic literature he would not have made this un- 
fortunate mis take. The citations from Matthew 
and Mark relate the expulsion of the money- 
changers from the temple, which was a desec ra- 
tion of a sacred edifice, and has no application to 
any doctrine of Communism. or Anarchism, or 
any other ism. The citation from the Acts of the 
Aposties is quite as misplaced. The aposties 
had been brought before the Jewish chief priests 
and elders to account for the healing of the crip- 
ple at the Beautiful Gate of the temple, and 
were released with the injunction not to speak 
to the people any more They disregarded the 
injunction, and spoke with even greater fervor 
upon the subject of mutual (not compulsory) love 
and charity, with such effect that as many 28 
“ were possessors of lands or houses sold them 
“and brought the prices of the things that were 
“sold and laid them down at the apos- 
„tles“ feet, and distribution was made 
“unto. every man according as he had need.” 
But this is only part of the story. The other part 
Parsons evidently has not read. And the i- 
“tude of them that believed were of one heart and 
“one soul.” The act was purely voluntary and 
spontaneous, There was no compulsion, no force 
used; no threats, no stabbing or killing, 
no Anarchism. Those who did not want to 
give up their property were not obliged to, nor 
did the Aposties advise that missiles should be 
thrown atthem. There is nolaw to prevent any 
number of people today who are “of one heart 
and one sou! from selling their property and 
mutually dividing the proceeds with the clergy 
or church, nor would there be any objéction on 
the part of the public, for it would be none of its 
business. When they proceed to throw bombs 
and murder people for not being willing to do it, 
then they commit an act for which they have no 
authority, human or divine. Parsons only adds 
blasphemy to his other offenses of violating the 
crimina! statutes of the State. Christ and His 
aposties accepted the voluntary offerings of the 
people, but they also preached the doctrine: 
“Render unto Cssar the things that are 
Ceesar’s.” 


Pentecost Abolishing Poverty. 

The Rev. Hugh O. Pentecos:, late of Brooklyn, 
who was converted by Henry George about the 
same time as Dr. McGlynn, and quit his congre- 
gation to advocate the doctrines of anti-poverty 
by land confiscation, addressed the A.-P. Society 
last Sunday night, taking for his text, “ Lay not 
“up for yourseives treasures upon earth.” At 
the close of his sermon he passed the hat as 
usual, and his hearers contributed $127.39. If 
this be the average result of the Rev. Pentecost's 
preaching it will amount to the neat little salary 
of $6,624 per annum; and if he preaches twice 
each Sunday $13,248. It is evident that Pente- 
cost’s hearers are laying up a considerable 
amount of their treasure every Sunday where 
they will neither see nor hear of it 
again, and to a corresponding degree are 
relieving the poverty of Pentecost, MeGlynn, and 
George. Puck of this week hasa cartoon which 
illustrates this point. It represents George and 
McGlynn on a platform, both of them lean and 
hungry, with an emaciated pianist and choir of 
women behind them, preaching to a very robust 
and contented-looking audience. The same 
scene is represented a few years later. George 
and McGlynn, the pianist, and singers have grown 
sleek and fat, but the audience meanwhile has 
pined away. It is a lean, lank, hungry lot listen- 
ing to the fat speakers, their pockets bloated 
with treasure. The picture needs no comment. 
They havejaid up their treasures where they 
won't be troubled with them any more.

How the Strike Was Settled. 

The fact that Mayor Roche averted the strike 
by the employés of the West Division Railway 
Company Was not given prominence in the pub- 
lished accounts of the settiement.

HE ROCK ISLAND WINS THE FIGHT 
AGAINST EASTERN LINES. 


The Adverse Opinion of the Inter-State 
Commissioners Brings the New York 
Central to Time—The Eastern Roads 
Hasten to Put Rock Island Tickets on 
Sale—Excarsion Rates to St. Louis Pro- 
duce Trouble for Illinois Roads—East- 
ern Freight Matters. 

The opinion recently expressed by the Inter- 
State Commissioners that the refusal of the New

THE LOG OF THE LAKES. | 


THE TIOGA FAIRLY BEATEN BY THE 
CAMBRIA. 


They Met in the Straits and.the Cambria Is 
Now the Fastest Steamer on the Lakes 
—The Schooner Shepard Ashore at 
Charlevoix—fhe Leighton in Danger of 
Going to Pieces—Grain Freights Are 
Steady and Unchanged—A Union Sailor 
Fatally Shot at Milwaukee. 


The steel steamship Cambria, the best modeled 
vessel on the lakes, has fairly won the champion- 
ship of the steam fleet by outsailing the Tioga. 
When the Cambria was launched at Cleveland 
last spring her builders estimated that she would 
develop an average speed of twelve miles an 
hour, but before the vessel was in commission 
three months her officers were con- 
fident that when the stiffness was worn 
off her machinery the Cambria would 
turn her wheel faster than even her build- 
ers had anticipated. Recently they have let her 
out on several occasions, and each time she has 
easily beat every steamer that attempted to race 
with her. Last Tuesday she had a brush with 
the Tioga, and although the conditions were 
favorable for both vessels, the Tioga, which up 
to this time has heen considered the fastest 
steamer on the lakes. was badly beaten.

She has two steel boilers, 
each 12 feet in diameter and 14 feetlong, witha 
working steam pressure of 150 pounds. Her 
wheel is 13 feet in ‘diameter and 16 feet pitch. 
She carries three spars, but no canvas. 


The Stranded Schooner Leighton.

The Balloting to Fill Vacancies and on the 
Commission Rule. 

Owing to the resignation of B. J. McCleary 
from the Board of Directors last Tuesday the 
Board of Trade postponed its proposed ballot to 
fill the vacancy left by the death of H. G. Gay- 
lord until. next Saturday, when both vacancies 
will be filled.

MCHENRY ON CHICAGO AS A GRAIN MARKET. 
W. E. McHenry, or Billy,” as he is more fa- 
miliarly known to his friends and the public, is 
on the list of brainy men in Chicago. Just now 
the extortionate carrying charges are worrying 
him. “This last year has proved beyond any 
question of a doubt,” he observed to a reporter, 
“that Chicago is no longer the controlling grain 
market of the world. This may be humiliating 
to our pride. but it is none the less a fact. The 
time was when Chicago had only to take the ini- 
tiative and the whole world would move. Let 
the Chicago market advance one cent and New 
York, Liverpool, San Francisco, and every other 
home and foreign market kept step. ow the 
consuming markets have the bulge, and why? 
Because of extortionate carrying charges and 
overproduction. If it had an even show 
speculative money might carry the wheat 
until consumers were obliged to buy it ata high 
price, but, handicapped by a dead weight at both 
ends of the line, the fight is hopeless. The total 
collapse of two at wheat corners this year 
proves the inability of practically unlimited 
money to successfully buck the combination. 
Consumption may be increasing. I suppose it 
must be increasing, because there are more 
civilized mouths to feed all the time, and if there 
is any truth in statistics crops are light this 
year, but I do not apprehend tthere is going 
to be a serious scarcity of wheat. Lighter visible 
stocks will help the producing markets, just as 
big stocks depress them, but so long as there is 
a -e 0 of 35 per cent r annum on 
wheat I do not see how the speculators can hope 
for bull markets. Mind you, the bulls not 
only pay the carrying charges on wheat stored 
in the elevators in Chicago, St. Louis, New 
York, and Duluth, but on every vushel that 
isin eve y warehouse on the face of the earth, 
every bushel that is on the ocean and canals, and 
a great quantity in the farmers’ granaries. With 
actual cash wheat pressing for sale at consuming 
markets every day of the year and every minute 
of tne day, there is no inducement for invest- 
ments in that kind of property in tne blind hope 
that a whipped-out and Out market will ad- 
vance fast enough to overcome a W per cent tax. 
The same fact existed ten years ago, but the 
world hadn't been educated sufficiently to under- 
stand the odds. The bull world has since aoc- 
cumulated wisdom and experience ata cost of 
$100.000,000 or more—I wouldn't undertake to say 
how much, but $100.000,000 anyway—and who can 
wonder that it declines to contribute with its 
former open handedness! And now, to cap the 
climax, our Board of Trade puts up commission 
charges. That is like ‘cupping’ a starving 
Do yousuppose men will patronize our store 
when they can buy the same goods elsewhere for 
less money?

Emeline’s Bath Company—What It 

Has Done and Hopes to Do. 

Mr. L. P. Nelson of this city, a well-known en- 
thusiast on the subject of free public baths, 
sends THE TRIBUNE: a statement of the Eme- 
line’s Bath Company for the last year, which 
shows a gratifying growth of the enterprise. As 
the public is aware, these baths were estab- 
lished at No. 62 West Madison street something 
over a year ago, and offers baths to the public at 
a nominal figure, the idea being to promote 
cleanliness among the classes by offering first- 
class facilities for bathing for the smallest possi- 
ble sum of money. The company’s first annual 
statement shows that the first bath given at Chi- 
cago by the company was Aug. 21, 1886. The 
number of baths given during the first year, end- 
ing Aug. 20, 1887, was as follows:

The disbursements, exclusive of any part of 
the cost of establishing the plant, but including 
the natural wear and tear on the towels, combs, 
brushes, and shampoo-bottles, were $5,617.46. 

The receipts for baths were $3,732.28. Dona- 
tion from a patron $1. Net receipts from the 
barber-shop were $65.93, making the total receipts 
$3,799.21, leaving a shortage of $1.818.25. The cost 
of baths given at Chicago was 12 and 63-100 cents, 
and the amount received was 8 and 54-100 cents. 
With the facilities at Chicago there could have 
been given 375,232 baths. The number of baths 
given was 44,471, the difference being 330,758. 

To have given these additional 330,758 baths 
would have only made a nominal additéon to the 
expenses, An increase of patronage, even at the 
prices charged. would make these houses not 
only self-sustaining. but would create a fund 
with which to extend the undertaking, and in 
the end lower even the present prices of baths. 
And this latter is the desire and aim of the 
Emeline’s Bath Company. 

The company originated at Manistee, Mich, in 
1885, Charles F. Ruggles of that city being the 
organizer. It was so successful there that he 
was encouraged to extend the work to Chicago, 
and June 19, 1886, oblained a charter under an act 
of the General Assembly of Illinois entitied * An 
act concerning corporations,” approved April 18, 
1872, and in force July 1, 1872, providing for the 
organization of companies to do charitable work 
ana not for pecuniary peofit. The members of 
this company of Chicago are Charles F. Ruggles, 
Edward Buckley, C. A. Palmer, and Miss Mary 
F. Dement. As in Manistee, an associa- 
tion was organized under the name of 
the Emeline’s Bath Association of Chicago. 
The company has petitioned the Council to 
grant it free water, or at least to lower the rates, 
and in view of the good work that the com pany 
is doing it is to be hoped that the request will be 
— Mr. Nelson says that if the city will 
urnish free water Mr. Ruggles will put * a 
bath-house on the North Side. The Council in 
considering the request should bear in mind that 
this is not a money-making institution. The 
charges fixed are intended to be just sufficient to 
cover the cost of runaing the baths, and any re- 
duction in the cost of maintaining the plant, as, 
for instance, the lowering of the water rate, 
would be followed by a corresponding reduction 
in charges. Cleanliness being next to godliness, 
Mr. Ruggles’ company in trying to keep the poor 
people clean is doing almost as much for hu- 
manity as if he were converting them all. 

The company’s baths at Manistee have been 
very successful, everything considered. During 
the first year this company gave at Manistee 
11,528 baths, for which the total receipts were 
$645.46. The running expenses for the first year 
ending Aug. 7, 1886. were $856.78. Ss does not 
include rent or any part of the cost of establish- 
ing the plant; both of these deing donated to 
the undertaking; put it does include the wear 
and tear on the towels, shampoo bottles, combs, 
and brushes. The shortage on the first year was 
$211.32. During the second year, ending Aug. 7, 
IN. the number of baths given was 14,081. and 
the total receipts for that year were $1,009.91. 
The running expenses reckoned in the same 
manner as in the first year were 81.058. 68. making 
a shortage on the second year of $45.77. The 
bathrooms are open at all times for the school 
children, and this work is left in the hands of the 
school superintendent, who senas the children at 
such times as are suitable and convenient—the 
boys being sent at certain times and the girls at 
certain other times.

Union Ex-Prisoners of War in National 
Convention. 

The annual convention of the National Asso- 
ciation of Union Ex-Prisoners of War was com- 
menced at the Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday. 
Delegates were present from California, New 
Jersey, District of Columbia, Pennsylvania, II- 
linois, Ohio, Indiana, Iowa, Massachusetts, and 
New York. John McElroy of the National Trib- 
une, Washington, presided. 

The Committee on Pensions—Williams of In- 
diana, Ramsey of Illinois, Hayes of New 
Jersey, Dickinson of New York, Dillon 
of New York—reported the draft of a 
bill which is to be, if adopted, presented to Con- 
gress. It would give the ex-prisoners of war 
ninety-day men a half pension, 120-day men 
a two-thirds pension, and a full pension to 
those who served longer time. It also provides 
2a day pension for each day the ex-prisoners 
were confined in rebel prisons. Debate upon this 
was deferred until today. 

Among the many interesting talks made was 
that of Gen. C. W. Pavey of Mount Vernon, III. 
He said he was an ex-prisoner and belénged to 
an association, and they were all mighty good 
fellows. They were not captured in the rear

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AN ANGRY COUNTY JUDGE. 


THE COUNTY BOARD SAID TO HAVE 
OVERSTEPPED ITS AUTHORITY. 


Judge Prendergest Says the Commission- 
ers Have No Right to Make a Charge 
for the Care of Insane Patientse—The 
Board Will Fight—Wulff and the Com- 
missioners—Reform Needed at the In- 
sane Asylum. 

There was a breeze in the Court of Insane In- 
quiry yesterday morning. Judge Prendergast 
was on the bench, and took occasion to speak his 
mind in regard to the new order of the County 
Board directing the County Physician to make 
a reasonable charge for the care of patients in 
the insane ward of the County Jail. The rule is 
understood to apply to the friends of those who 
are able to pay. It came about from the com- 
plaint of Policeman J. H. Harris. Dr. Gray, As- 
sistant County Physician, charged him $1 for the 
board of his daughter Mary, who was brought to 
the insane ward Wednesday. 

„Dr. Moyer, come here! Explain this. I want 
to know why Dr. Gray has charged Harris, sad 


Judge Prendergast. 

The doctor explained the County Board told 
him to. 

“Told you to? Where do they get the power to 
tell vou to! It is a wholly unnecessary and un- 
warranted proceeding on their part. These gen- 
tlemen ot the County Board must understand 
that there is some limit to their powers. If any 
person attempts to collect a dollara day for in- 
sane persons I will commit him to jail. It is not 
warranted.” Dr. Gray gave the dollar to Harris. 

President Aldrich and Commissioner Hurd 
were both surprised beyond measure when they 
heard of this. “Our duty is plain,” said Mr. 
Hurd. We should make an issue of this at 
once. Dr. Moyer should be discharged for not 
having backbone enough to carry out the orders 
of the board in not keeping the money which he 
had collected. He should have insisted on carry- 


ing out his duty, and allowed the court to send 
him to jailif the latter insisted on carrying out 
his strange conduct. The court has no jurisdic- 
tion in the matter. When insane patients come 
before the court then they are under his jurisdic- 
tion, but not before. The charges for board are 
all made for the time while patients are kept in 
the insane department of the jail before they are 
taken into court. Judge Prendergast might as 
well say that the county must run a hotel and 
board his Honor, or you, or myself, as to say that 
we must keep persons who are able to pay for 
their board in the insane department of the jail. 
His position is ridiculous,” — 

“I think,” said President Aldrich, that the 
board should open fight at once. If our action 
was illegal then parties who pay for relatives’ 
board can collect back from the county; but it is 
an outrage for Judge Prendergast to assume to 
dictate to ouremployés whether or not our or- 
ders shall be carried out. I believe we should in- 
vestigate this matter at once.“ 

The President then addressed a letter to the 
County Physician, asking for the facts. 


COUNTY CLERK VS. COMMISSIONERS. 

There is a fight in progress at present between 
the County Clerk and the Commissioners, which 
is an outcome of the recent reduction in sala- 
ries. It will be remembered that a few weeks 
ago Mr. Wulff announced that he would get even 
with the Commissioners by refusing to sign the 
warrants for their per diem if more than 83.60 
a day was charged, that be the price fixed by 
the Legislature. The recentiy decided 
that it was entitled to fix the remuneration of 
its members under the statute, and made 
it & a day. When the warrants were 
made out and sent to the County 
Clerk for his signature, before being sent to the 
Treasurer, Mr. Wulff got up on his dignity and 
refused to touch a pen to them. Chairman 
Aldrich had a warrant forthree months’ services, 
and this was among the others. Mr. Aldrich de- 
manded from the clerk his reasons for refusing 
to sign the warrants, and was informed by Mr. 
Wulff that he did not believe the Commissioners 
were entitled to W a day. The President said he 
thought the refusal was small spite work and not 
an effort to economize in the interest of the coun- 
ty. and the clerk replied that he did not care 
what it looked like, that he was at present in 
communication with his attorney and would 
sign no Warrants until his opinion had been se- 
cured. The President then left. He afterward 
characterized the clerk’s conduct as childish, 
saying that there was no way to prevent Mr. 
Wulff making himself ridiculous. The latter 
when spoken to by a reporter made no effort to 
disguise his reason for refus to sign the war- 
rants. His clerks, he says, have been badly 
treated, and he thinks he can annoy the Commis- 
sioners as well as they can annoy him. If Mr. 
Wulff persists in his refusal, however, the Com- 
missioners say they will quietly secure a manda- 
mus and compel him to do his dutv. 

It was learned from other sources that Wulff 
has been acting in a very ugly manner generally 
since the salanes Were fixed. He thinks his office 
has been discriminated against because the extra 
clerks in the County Treasurer's office are to get 
A per day while those employed in his office get 
but $3.50 per day. This difference is owing to the 
fact, as explained at the time by Commissioner 
Brenan, formerly Assistant County Treasurer, that 
the clerks employed in the Treasurer's office are 
experts and are only employed for two or three 
months each year. Equal skill is not required of 
the extra clerks in Wulff’s office. Nor are there 
very skillful men employed there, as appeared 
from a conversation which occurred between 
Wulff and Commissioner Aldrich the other day 
in relation to the eee. The new 
Budget law makes the County Clerk the County 
Auditor and Controller. Only an expert clerk 
and bookkeeper can perform the duties satisfac- 
torily, and as Mr. Wulff is neither the one nor the 
other Mr. Aldrich asked him to select some one 
of his employés who could perform tne duties. 
He said that he had not one that would fill the 
bill. “Iwas astonished,” said Mr. Aldrich yes- 
terday, “and I asked Wulff ra! he permitted 
such a state of things to exist in his office. ‘O,’ 
Wulff replied, ‘I can’thelpit. I have to appoint 
my clerks to please the politicians. He proba- 
— wants them paid to please the politicians, 


There is very general indignation among the

REFORM AT THE INSANE ASYLUM. 

Some time ago a statement was pubiished on 
the authority of a discharged employé of the 
Cook County Insane Asylum to the effect that 
there was a large number of patients confined at 
that institution who were not properly charges 
on the public. Some of those patients, it was 
claimed, have children and other near relatives 
residing in the county who are in good circum- 
stances and umply able to take care of the un- 
fortunate members of their families thus con- 
fined. The patients referred to are, therefore, in 
no sense paupers, and onght not to be kept at 
the institution at Jefferson. There are still 
other patients who are merely eccentric or some- 
what garrulous and crotchety,as the result of old 
age. It is claimed that it is cruel to confine such 
persons at the same institution as raving mani- 
acs. A little extra attention on the part of the 
younger members of their families at home is 
all that is necessary in these cases. In sending 
such patients to the —- unnatural children 
and close-fisted, unfeeling relatives merely 
shirked a duty. Though various circumstances 
contributed to confirm the truth of those charges 
no effort has as yet been made to send the class 
of persons alluded to back to their relatives. 

A promise of investigation is now made. The 
statement of the new County Physician made 
before the Public Service Committee of the 
board Tuesday shows that the abuses com- 
panes of are not confined to the asvlum alone. 

any persons confined in jail awaiting transfer 
to the Jefferson institution are suffering from 
mere tempora aberrations as the result of 
overindulgence strong drink. They are con- 
fined in the jail at the public expense even be- 
yond the period of their recovery. Most of those 
persons are well able to pay for their care and 
treatment. Indeed some of them, Dr. Mover 
says, tendered him payment, but he did not take 
it. The taxpayers have had to bear the burden 
of their care so far. The extent to which the

POSTMASTER JUDD OBJECTS 


— 
To a Newspaper Putting Him in a False 
Position. 

Postmaster Judd gets back at the Daily News 
on the latter's editorial of yesterday, wherein 
Harry Murray's name is brought out con- 
spicuously. Mr. Judd declares that he does not 
intend the News shall attempt to put him ina 
position which is altogether of its own devising. 
The letter is as follows: 

CHICAGO, Sept. 22.— To the Editor of the Chi- 
cago Daily News, City— DAR Sm: I do not pro- 
pose ordinarily to, enter into newspaper contro- 
versies in defending against attacks made on the 
management of the Post-Office. My letter, which 
you published this morning, was written to cor- 
rect several gross misstatements in your editorial 
in yesterday's issue of your paper. In this morn- 
ing’s issue you comment upon my letter and 
make some suggestions which, perhaps, ought to 
be noticed: 

First—You concede that what you call the 
“removal of Col. Clowry”’ was not “a violation 
of the letter of the Civil-Service law,“ but your 
implication is that the Clowry case infringed 
upon the spirit of the law. I.et me reply, first, 
that Col. Clowry was not removed.“ He offered 
his resignation to me long before it was formally 
tendered in writing: but even if he had been re- 
moved, I submit that there wotld have been no 
violation of either the spirit or the letter of the 
“Civil-Service law.“ In the law itself 
there is not one word which can 
be construed as bearing upon the dase, 
and under the civil-service rules ‘** Superintend- 
ents or chiefs of divisions,” and allfother confi- 
dential officers, are expressly exempted from the 
operation of the rules. There is neither law nor 
common sense in the idea that chiefs of divisions 
and other confidential subordinates, in a great 
office like that over which I am permitted to pre- 
side. should be retained in their positions by a 
new incumbent of the office simply because they 
performed their duties well under the prior ad- 
ministration. You might as well argue that an 
incoming President should retain the members 
of his predecessor's Cabinet, and the heads of 
bureaus, etc. There are positions which, from 
their very nature, do not come within the spirit 
of either the laws or rules. This must neces- 
sarily be so, as, on reflection. you must concede, 
and as is emphatically recognized by the civil- 
service rules. 

Secondly, you seem to be troubled about the 
“employment and dismissal of Mr. Henry T. 
Murray,” speaking of him as a “ringster of the 
most pronounced type,” and adding that “so 
long as he obeyed the commands of his political 
chiefs his ill repute counted as nothing and his 
job seemed secure“; that when, however, as a 


member of the Den.ocratic County Committee, 


he voted against orders and for the gang's” 
judicial candidates the good of the service re- 
quired his resignation. I reply that Mr. Murray 
was appointed to the place he held on very high 
recommendations, and largely because I was in- 
formed that he was not a ringster at all, but, 
on the contrary, Was not in favor with the 
ringsters of the party. Until Murray's name 
was presented to me for the position to which he 
was appointed I never knew him, but my in- 
formation was that he was a gentleman of good 
character. 

In the next place I do not know to whom you 
refer as Murray's political chiefs.” He cer- 
tainly received no commands of a political 
character from anybody connected with the Post- 
Office. If as a member of the Democratic Coun- 
ty Committee” he voted “against orders it 
might be well to know to whose “orders” 2 
refer. He never received any orders in regard to 
political matters, or even suggestions, from me, 
or from any person or persons off my authority. 
Mr. Murray's resignation came about from en- 
tirely different causes. which you would concede, 
if you knew them, in no way entered into viola- 
tion of the principles of civil-service reform.”

A CITY OF WORN-OUT MEN, UGLY 


WOMEN, AND DEGENERATE SONS. 


A Pittsburg Woman Sees Clean Through Us 
and Boldly Writes Out Her Impressions 
—Chicago Has Reached Its Zenith, and 
Numerous Are the Signs of Approach- 
ing Decay—It Is a Smudgy, Dissolute 
Town, with No Thought but to Make 


and Spend Money. 


From Bessie Bramble's Letter in the Pitts- 
burg Dispatch: We have no gift of prophecy’ 
The future may show us to be wrong. But 
our impression is that the decline of Chicago 
has begun. It can hardly long maintain its 
great supremacy in trade, in view of the rapid- 
ly growing cities of the Great West and their 
increasing competition, as transportation fa- 


cilities improve. Even now the great need 


of a waterway to the Mississippi is felt and 
measures are being taken to secure it. A 
deflection in the grain trade might upset 
Chicago, a nearer cut to market for live stock 
‘divert her trade elsewhere. Such things have 
happened. We in Pennsylvania have seen 
towns rise like rockets and go down like 
sticks. He would bea bold man who would 
assert that Chicago will never meet the fate 


of even more famous cities. 


That building is being overdone at present 
in Chicago is shown by the hundreds of 
houses in all parts of the city labeled For 
Rent.“ Never have we seen such a display 
of placards inviting tenants in Pittsburg, 


even in the hight of the renting season. 


Whole rows of houses, all desolate and for- 


lorn, give a depfessing impression of how the 


cat is jumping/and show a poor investment 
of capital. In some streets things look as 
played out as in a deserted oil town. This 
may or may not be the chronic condition of 
affairs. But it certainly does not show an 


upward tendency of real estate or a paying 
investment for landlords. The one thing, 


however, that shows no shadow of depres- 


sion in any part of town is the liquor trafic. 


Saloons look more prosperous even than the 


ries, and are seemingly more numerous. 
ut as statistics are not at hand only the ob- 
vious inference can be drawn. 


Places of amusement are an urgent neces- 
sity in such places as Chicago, and, as fol- 
lows, they are numerous. The pricesin those 
of the better ciass are high—too high. At 
McVicker’s $1.50 was the cost of an orchestra 


chair to see one of the flattest plays that was 
ever played—viz.: Tennyson’s ‘ Elaine,“ in 
which Alexander Salvini was the star as the 
lant knight, Sir Lancelot, and the Lily 
id of Astolat was shown forth by a con- 
sumptive, love-sick maiden with a baby 
drawl and a big mouth. 

Chicago has.a good deal to boast about, but 
it has not the best and latest giftof Heaven 
to man—natural gas.

when ours was the Smoky City, we had 


small reason to boast or crow, evenif it had 
been our nature to do 80, but now with 
natural gas as fuel and the smoke and soot 
and ashes wholly eliminated from our homes 
and workshops, we need play second fiddle 
to no city on the continent as to cleanliness 
and comfort.

brains. We saw some of them spend money 
in satisfying their souls and stomachs wit 
luxurious dainties in a manner that even in 
these lavish days was truly amazing. In a 
restaurant we Saw a young man of this class 
who spent what would keep an average 
family for a month on aspread for a gaudily- 
dressed shop girl. No where have we ever 
observed such lavish expenditure by young 
men as in Chicago. Where they get the 
money is a mystery. Rich men’s sons reared 
in luxury cannot take the places of their stal- 
wart fathers because they possess not the 
qualities born of privation, energy, courage, 
and invincible determination. Prosperity, it 
is said, ripens the principles of decay, If 
this be so Chicago is likely far along on the 
way to decline and fall. 

Chicago can boast of neither handsome 
men nor beautiful women.

A TERRIBLE FIGHT BETWEEN SNAKES, 


Two Indian Pythons Do Up a Huge South 
American Asaconda. 


Philadelphia Telegraph: There was a scene 
of terrible excitement and danger in the 
snake-house at the Zoo this morning, and the 
twenty-five-foot deer-swallowing anaconda 
from the wilds of South America, who had 
just ceiébrated his semi-centennial, has 
yielded up the ghost and is no more. The 
anaconda has been a fellow occupant with 
two.Indian pythons of a twenty-foot cage in 
the snake-house. Being ten feet longer and 
a little bigger in his waist measure than his 
associates, who were only fifteen feet long, 
ten inches in diameter, W years old, and 
worth $500 apiece, while his age was 50, 
his girth forty-eight inches, his weight 125 
pounds, and his value he was sleepy 
vicious, and arrogant. Besides that he had 
an individual bath-tub, for he will only kill 
and eat his food when he is in the water. 
The anaconda did not eat the first year he 
was at the Zoo, and during the last few 
months he has taken his meals with provok- 
ing irregularity. But yesterday his appetite 
surged in upon him, and he got away with 
five ducks, and last night, before the keeper 
put the cover over his tub, he absorbed two 
more. The pythons were served with a 
brace of rabbits and an entree of birds, 
and were left to their repose by 
Keeper Thompson. Itis the nature of the 
sleek python to abhor repose so long as he 
can worry anybody, and, it being the time of 
festival and patriotic demonstration, he 
arose—this 1s metaphor—and went over to 
the bath-tub and shoved the board off the an- 
aconda, and probably did it with a full con- 
sciousness of his responsibility. Keeper 
Thompson was in a back room preparing 
breakfast for the other snakes who have 
a more delicate appetite than constrict- 
ors, when a peculiar swish and 
rumble reached his ears. The moment 
he looked in at the door he was startled by a 


huge, squirming, hissing ball of snakes roli- 


ing around, for the anaconda, resenting the 
impudence of the python in looking into his 
private bath, had got outand gone for him, 
with the logical result of involving the sec- 
ond python. There they were coiled tightly 
together into a ball and — over the 
floor. He called to Head-Keeper Byrne, who 
summoned Keeper Harrison, the Hercules, 
who manipulates the lies in the bear pit.

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| HOW THE LAW IS EVADED. 
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WHISKY FLOWS LIKE WATER IN PRO- 
HIBITION KANSAS, 


Public Gatherings Used for the Purpose— 
Drunken Men in the Streets—The Fre- 
quently-Filled Oil Can—Fruit Jars—Oys- 
ter Cans and the Boot-Leg Saloon—Liq- 
uor Brought into the State in Various- 
ly-Disguised Packages — City Finances 
Embarrassed. 


Lincoln Letter in Kansas City Time: We 
have been repeatedly asked by so many par- 
ties East as to the real status of prohibition 
in Kansas, and not having time to reply to 
each one personaily, we thought to make our 


the /imes, that reaches thousands who will 
no doubt be equally as interested as those 
who have solicited information upon the 
whisky problem here as a personal favor. 
We have had the opportunity of witnessing 
the workings of so-called prohibitory laws in 
four or five counties in the central portion of 
this State, but our observations will be con- 
fined chiefly to this county, which lies just 
north of the central county of the State. 
This town, Lincoln, is the county seat, 
and contains 2,000 inhabitants. There 
is not a saloon in the town or coun- 
ty, yet there is more whisky and 
beer drank here now than ever known before 
since the county was organized. It is shipped 
here daily in vast quantities; it comes bear- 
ing labels that would necessitate a familiari- 
ty with Coptic to decipher. Beer is usually 
shipped in barrels of seventy-two bottles 
each, securely packed and labeled “ prunes,’’ 
dried beans,” „breakfast bacon,” or what- 
ever cunningly-devised mark the shipper 
chooses to place upon it. It is in this manner 
that the pious people have it shipped; those 
of a secular turn of mind have it sent by the 
case or keg. Whisky is shipped almost in- 
variably in jugs of various sizes; they are 
sometimes packed in boxes. but frequently 
come singly—labeled vinegar, sorghum, etc. 

The early riser who happens to be on the 
street about the time that darkness and day- 
light are struggling for supremacy can count 
empty beer kegs and barrels by the score, 
sitting in convenient places for the drayman 
to rustle off before the town is awake. Yes- 
terday morning tweive empty whisky-jugs 
adorned the sidewalk in front of the express- 
office waiting to be hurried off to the depot. 
The small boy is rewarded more largely in 
his search for botties in the gutters during 
the early morning than heis in his tireless 
efforts gathering cigar-stubs the remain- 
ing portions of the day. These flasks 
are emptied during the night and 
hurled into the street; they are so plentiful 
that the boys sell them for a penny apiece. 
Whisky and beer are conveyed from place 
to place in vessels one would least suspect 
would contain them. When you see a man car- 
rying an oil can along the street and walking 
rapidly, wearing an expression upon his 
physiognomy which indicates that he is en- 
deavoring to sight some object three miles 
distant, you can’t tell whether he has gaso- 
line in that can or a good quality of five-year 
old Monongahela rye. Even oyster cans, 
fruit jars, filled lamps or vases are looked 
upon suspiciously. Ifa man were seen car- 
rying a jardin along the street it would be 
difficult to tell whether he intended to put it 
to its legitimate use. 

But the boot-ieg saloon-man, whose name is 
legion, is now havinga picnic. At this sea- 
son of the year the innumerable rank sun- 
flowers afford him a hiding-place as secure 
as that formerly utilized by the wild game in 
Southern canebrakes. There is a veritable 
smelling committee for the town and county, 
but it can’t trap the pocket saloon man with 
any better success thanitcan the prairie 
dogs, and inasmuch as all former efforts to 
catch either have proved futile the men of 
many bottles are “monarchs of all they sur- 
vey,“ which covers a much greater area than 
is occupied by the-lands of the State included 
in Secretary Lamar’s recent restoration. We 
have watched these portable boot-leg saloon- 
iste with more than ordinary interest. Said 
knights of the flask have their business down 
to an extreme tenuity,”’ and, living as they 
do among the luxuriant sunflower stalks, 
they attach their own pecuuar significance to 
** squatter sovereignty,“ and when the smell- 
ing committee 1s likely to be out on a tour of 
inspection these fellows make a squat-creep 
along as cautiously as old Colorow makin 
a teak through the guiches, and then o 
up serenely’? a mile distant. It sometimes 
occurs, too, that these whisky peddlers are 
arrested, but not one has ever been con- 
victed. Twoof them have been brought be- 
fore the court within the last few weeks and 
discharged for want of sufficient evidence. 
Men had been seen under the influence of 
„tamarack in the localities where the de- 
fendauts had been operating, but their con- 
viction was no go. It appears that Blackstone, 
Kent & Co. didn’t anticipate the abstruse in- 
tricacies that would result from sumptuary 
legislation, and our legal home talent find it 
an up-hill business to improvise means for 
redressing imagimary wrongs, and in their 
frantic efforts to evenly balance the scales of 
equity they frequen come near butting 
their so-calied brains out against the impreg- 
nable ex-post facto. 7 

As time moves on public opinion grows 
more bitter against mock prohibition; the 
people are becoming bolder every in 


not an unusual thing now to witness a bus- 
load of men and afresh keg of beer drive 
just outside the city limits in broad dayligh 
and on Sunday, too, to some convenien 
rove on the banks of the tortuous Saline 
River and there participate in a half-day’s 
worship at the shrine of Bacchus, Often, 
too, a Wagon-load of beer is taken a few 
miles out into the country to some neighbor’s 
ve, and a picnic of several days will be 
naugurated. All classes of people take part 
in these exercises—we mean the rich and 
poor. Those who drive in fine outfits to and 
from these social picnics or suburban beer- 
gardens will pass and repass pedestrians b 
the score, all joining in the general “ round- 
up“ in doing honor to Gambrinus. 

This county is remarkable for its celebra- 
tion of anniversaries, for the reunion of old 
settlers, for picnics and platform dances, for 
horse-racing, and nearly all imaginable out- 
door sports and amusements. Not a week 
has gone by since the season n that 
some of the various groves throughout the 
county have not been thron with people 
engaged in some of the pastimes mentioned; 
sok te every instance the pocket saloon man 
invariably gets there in at shape. Even 
the camp-meetings and Sunday-school con- 
ventions are attended more largely on ac- 
count of the easy facilities offe by the 
man of many flasks to secure a smile“ on 
the outskirts. Men attend these pious gath- 
erings under these circumstances who have 
never thought of Sunday-school since they 
used to hear when boys how Robert Raikes 
organized that institution with the street 
waifs of London. It is not an uncommon oc- 
currence to see persons draw a bottle of 
whisky from their pockets and imbibe its 
contents right in the centre of the city in 
broad daylight. The writer has witnessed 
such performance time and again. Whisky 
can be found hidden away under bunches of 


‘grass, piles of rubbish, in the tall weeds, or 


wherever you choose to discover it—provided 
a few minutes’ notice is given prior to mak- 
ing the search. Drunken mén can be seen 
reeling in the streets or tied up in a knot in 
some of the back alleys, indicating that we 
were passing through an epidemic of Asiatic 
cholera. During a political campaign the 
whisky and beer flows more freely and open- 
ly. ext Saturday the Republicans will 
hold tneir primaries for the purpose of 
nominating county officers—a new departure 
this year—and we have been reliably in- 
formed that one candidate, who is at 

resent a county officer, has provided 
himself with an eight-gailon cask of 
whisky. Prominent members of the church 
have beer shipped here by the case; we can 
furnish names and dates if necessary. At 
least 50 per cent more arrests have been 
made here fur drunkenness since the 80- 
called Prohibition law went into effect than 
were made in a like number of years previous 
to its enactment. But where the whisky 
comes from is past finding out—like the 
“fountain of perpetual youth,” sought for by 
Ponce de Leon, it has not been d scovered.
